So, now some particulars as to the VE program, as given to us, by Judy 
KG8P, the Director of the VE program at VEC, DARA from Dayton. Those 
seeking upgrading, are involved with the following time table and other 
particulars below. 


10 WEEKS BEFORE THE EXAMINATION. CARC must extablish date, time, place 
and registration requirements, for the exam. This is a responsibility 
of CARC to DARA VEC. 


7WEEKS BEFORE THE EXAMINATION. CARC must publish in newsletter, maga- 
zines, newspaper, etc., the date, time, place and registration require- 
ments for the exam. No one need belong to any club. The carc is sched- 
uling a test for 25 August 1984, at the Emergency Preparedness Center, 
4500 Atlantic Blvd (the Sheriff's office), Canton Ohio. 


4. WEEKS BEFORE THE EXAM. Deadline to receive completed 610 form exactly 
as stipulated on the instruction sheet, attached to the 610 form. Ap- 
plicant must include SASE, sc that the appointment card (no walk-ins), 
can be returned to the applicant. CARC then orders exams foom DARA. 


3 WEEKS BEFORE THE EXAM. CARC mails SASE with appointment card to the 
examinee. 


1 WEEK AFTER EXAM. CARC mails all exams, VEC record card copy, the 610 
forms, properly completed and/or corrected and the VET summary sheets. 
The record card and summary sheets are a permanent file for DARA and 
are not forms prepared by the examinee, but by the CARC examiners. 


Accompanying the 610 form, must be a copy of your license. Is yours 
signed? Some have not been signed as received by DARA. 


If you're applying for an upgrade, you are not applying for a new lie 
cense. 


The date of birth, should be antered as 1-12-42, not January 12, 1942. 
eae instructions, on the 610 forms. Make sure you were not born 
in °o 


Your name, printed, must agree with your name written. 


Current mailing address, may be P.O. Box. Current station location can 
NOT be P.O. Box, even if you have no antenna up. 


lll 
Question 9 and 10, referring to "antenna structure in relation to air- 
strip", and major action requirements", will be deleted from future 
610 forms. Meantime, "NO" probably applies to most everyone. 


If anyone fails an exam, the 610 is returned to the applicant. 


DARA will maintain a file, as submitted to them by CARC examiners, in 
the event a 610 form is lost enroute to FCC. DARA can confirm results 
from that file. 610's dated August 1980, or later, are "current" and 
acceptable. 


DARA provides code tapes. CARC has only to "play" them. All scrap paper 
must be turned in to the examiners. 


Technical tests, will vary as to content, but typical questions are 
contained in FCC publications, as follows: (CARC will not reproduce, 
it's cheaper to order from FCC - cost of SASE.) 

PR Bulletin bei - General contents of tests. (April '84 QST) 

PR Bulletin 10354 - Element 2 (Novice questions) 

PR Bulletin 1035B - Element 3 (Tech and General) 

PR Bulletin 1035C - Element 4A (advanced) 

PR Bulletin 1035D - Element 4B (Extra)
